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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Harsh Measures Needed 


Residents of Lovejoy rd. have expressed a very real 
fear that their country street will become a drag strip, 
once the planned reconstruction takes place. 

The road is to be repaired and widened, via Chapter 90, 
this summer. 

At a hearing last week, residents expressed concern 
that traffic will be worse, speed will be greater and that 
racing will become a danger to anyone living on the 
Street. 

Andover shares this problem of racing with all other 
communities — but we have to solve our own problem, in 
our own Way. 

The problem can be stated simply enough. 

Too many younger drivers, using all types of vehicles 
ranging from new to souped-up older models, are racing 
on the roads, Of special interest to them are the second- 
ary roads that have now been widened and made, in effect, 
into through-ways. But they also race on old, dirt roads — 
to see who will ‘chicken out’’ first, or who has the most 
skill in avoiding rocks and holes. 

Is there a solution to the problem? 

The police can’t handle this alone — no community can 
station officers at every bad intersection, at every smooth 
road in the town. So it isn’t enough to suggest that the 
police crack down through more enforcement. There just 
aren’t enough policemen available for blanket coverage 
of the town all of the day and night. 

But the enforcement we now have, if coupled with the 
harshest action by the Registry of Motor Vehicles, could 
do the trick. 

We mean automatic suspension of the operator’s license 
the first time he is caught racing or dragging, possibly 
even the first time he is caught speeding. And that sus- 
pension should be for a long time — maybe a year for 
those in the age bracket most susceptible to accidents 
caused by speed and neglect. 

Prompt, stringent measures would go far towards con- 
vincing the younger people that they must slow down; 
that they must have some respect for other people. 

It may be that every driver who finally becomes in- 
volved in an accident resulting from too much speed has, 


previously, had a record for speeding. But, because our 
laws do not make it mandatory, the operator has either 
regained his license very soon, or has never lost it. If the 
operator had, on the first proven offense, lost his license 
for a year, and then perhaps regained it on a probationary 
basis, we think he would be a more careful person. 

These measures may be severe, but they are certainly 
warranted, based on the record of what is happening here 
and in other communities every day of the week. 


Home-Grown Riddle 


A bit of a riddle has been created during the latest 
discussions about acquiring land for school sites through- 
out the town. 

No one seriously doubts the need for additional sites; 
it oniy makes sense to acquire them now, before available 
areas are sub-divided and, thus, more expensive. 

But we just don’t know, at this point, who has the 
responsibility for site selection. 

We recall hearing several statements from the Land 
Acquisition Committee chairman, Harold Hafton, all to 
the point that his committee merely tries to acquire land 
pinpointed by the School Committee. In these statements, 
he declined to accept responsibility for choosing the site 
itself, based on the authority granted by town meeting. 

At a recent discussion with the Selectmen, at least 
one member of the School Committee wondered aloud 
whether the Selectmen couldn’t help in solving the pro- 
blem of whether one, or two, sites are needed in southern 
Andover, and where. And the recreation was, as expected, 
‘Who, us?” 

Now the School Committee has designated its choice of 
sites — including a site somewhere in the ‘‘Scotland 
District’? — south Andover. The letter pointedly went to 
the Selectmen, with copies to the Land Committee. 

The riddle, of course, is which committee or board has 
the responsibility? Seems to us that the Selectmen would 
be in a poor position to make a decision; the Land Com- 
mittee apparently feels it can not; and the School Com- 


mittee won’t.

BAWL STREET 


When financiers are in a sweat, 

We simple souls don’t have to fret; 
With old DOW JONES we’ve never met; 
Our biggest asset is our debt. 
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Movement of thousands of U.S. 
troops to Thailand and South Viet- 
nam is being hailed, by some, as 
reminiscent of 1958 when Presi- 
dent Eisenhower omered the 
Marines to Lebanon. Ike’s swift, 
decisive action prevented the 
collapse of the Middle East to 
Communism. 

The situation in Southeast Asia, 
however, is far less encouraging. 
Many observers fear we have not 
moved swiftly enough. By insisting 
on a coalition governemtn in Laos, 
which most experts agree would 
be Anti-U.S., we gave the Reds 
valuable time for a take-over of the 
little nation. The ‘‘cease-fire’’ 
agreement we negotiated inGeneva 
was never honored nor did the 
Kremlin ever intend it to be 
honored. For that matter, wenever 
really demanded that it be honored. 
A statement by our roving ambas- 
sador, Averill Harriman, © that 
‘We really don’t much care what 
happens to Laos’? must have 
sounded like an open invitation to 
the Pathet Lao and their Sino= 
Soviet mentors. 

Why should we care that this 
tiny nation, with its politically 
indifferent population of three mil- 
lion, has all but vanished behind 
the Bamboo Curtain? 

Geography gives Laosits strate= 
gic importance: it borders on four 
non-Communist Countries: 
Burma, Cambodia, and, like a 
wedge, between Thailand and Viet- 
nam, two of our most staunch 
allies. AsCommunists swarm over 
Laos, our position on both Thai 
and Vietnamese borders becomes 
increasingly critical. 

Since 1954 it has been our firm 
intention to defend Southeast Asia. 
We have poured in hundreds of 
millions of dollars in economic, 
technical and military aid. The 
new Administration reiterated this 
determination in 1961 when Vice 
President Johnson, on his Asian 
tour, assured both Thailand and 
South Vietnam that we would block 
Communist advances in Southeast 
Asia, Attorney General Kennedy, 
just last February in Saigon, pro= 
mised: ‘*‘We are going to win in 
Vietnam. We will remain until we 
do.’’ 

In spite of our pledges, however, 
the situation has continually be- 
come more critical. Deployment 
of our military to Thailand and 
South Vietnam does recognize the 
commitments we have made, not 
only to this area of the globe but 
to the Free World as a whole. Itis 
encouraging. 

Southeast Asia, with its 275 mil- 
lion inhabitants, must not be 
sacrificed to Red China. Its waters 
are virtually indispensible to world 
trade. All of the major shipping 
between the Pacific basin and In= 
dian Ocean must pass through these 
waters. The Strait of Malacca has 
been compared in importance to 
the Panama Canal, Nearly 90 per= 
cent of the world’s demand for 
rubber is met by Southeast Asia, 
It mines 60 percent of the world’s 
tin. Most of the world’s copra, 
coconut oil, quinine, kapok, teak 
and pepper comes from this area.
